No matter how I steered 
I could not avoid it until I reached 
Batavia, where I found the air 
clear.

LYONS, N. Y., Aug. 21—Harry N. At- 


wood had his biplane all tuned up this 
morning to continue his flight from St. 
Louis, ¢arrying a message from the 
Post-Dispatch to the New York World. 

After summarizing conditions, he de- 
cided not to start for Utica, 103 miles 
away, until about 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

He arrived here yesterday afternoon 
from Buffalo, 104 miles away. He in- 


tended to make his first stop at Syra- 
cuse, but had to find a landing spo. 
hastily when he neared Lyons, because 
he was running short of gasoline. 

The aviator was in the air exactly 
two hours and eleven minutes. He was 
backed by a favorable wind all the way 
from Buffalo. When he left that city 
an express train to Rochester was pul!- 
ing. out over the New York Central 
tracks at the same time. 

The aviator soon got up speed and 
ran far ahead of the train, although 
he was kept in view by the passengers 
on board thé express almost all the 
way to Rochester. Atwood passed over 
Kechester 18 minutes before the tram 
arrived there. 

Atwood is now® 339 miles from 
New York and has finished about 
‘three fourths of his 1269-mile flight. 
Tuesday he hopes to reach Albany, 
and Wednesday, in a one day’s flight 
down the Hudson River, he expects 
to break the world's record for dis- 
tance and finish the first great stage of 
his trip, landing at Coney Island, in 
New York, before sundown. He wil!! 
start for Boston ig tims to arrive there 
Saturday, making bis t: ‘al distance ap- 
proximately 1500 miles. 

Nearing World's Record. 

Atwood will have _ broken the 
world’s long-distance record when he 
flies along the Hudson south of Al- 
bany, at a point between Greendale 
and Rhine Chiff. At Rhine Cliff he 
will have flown 1181 miles, 17 miles 
more than the present record of 1164 
miles, won by European aviators in 
the German race. His flying time he 
expects will be 10 days, as compared 
to 30 days taken by the present rec- 
_ erd-holders, 

Atwood's Burgess-Wright biplane 
was running in fine shape yesterday. 
Going at its top-notch speed, it fair- 
ly shot past one town after another. 
‘The people who had gathered along 
the railroad tracks to await the pass- 
ing of the cross-country flyer only

Boy Discovers Fire.

Next he knockeé 
on the door of the room where his 
father and his invalid uncle, Tony, 
were sleeping.

With $10,000 Voted at Special 
Election Municipal Plant 
Will Be Improved. 


The voters of Kirkwood having pro- 
vided the munition for a war with the 
Suburban Electric Light and Power Co, 


a subsidiary company of the Union Elec. 


Co., by passing a $10,000 bond issue 
to increase the capacity of the munic!- 
pal lighting plant, the suburb is now 
sanguine of driving out the company. 


The bond issue was passed Saturday 
at a special election, by a vote of 44 to 
51. The bonds will mature in 2 years 
ang will bear 5 per cent interest. They 
vil, be sold Sept. L 

Prior to 1901, when the municipal light- 
ing plant was started, the Suburban 
company furnished all the electric ligh:s 
>» the suburb for 15 cents a kilowatt. 
Since the entrance of the city plant the 
price has been reduced to 12 cents and 
the Suburban has less than 10 su!- 
scribers to more than 400 supplied with 
lights from the municipal plant. 

The municipal plant was made possi- 
ble through a $17,000 bond issue, with an 
additional issue of $10,000, a few years 
later. It is charged that politicians in 
the past have managed the lighting 
plant for political. purposes. 

. An investigation started by the 
Civic League of Kirkwood found the 
plant to be on a paying basis and 
recomended the appointment of a 
Board of Public Works to take 
charge of the plant. 

The board, which comprises G. G. 
Kloyd, Harry Curtsing, Berkely 
Jones and J. C. Page, was appointed 
and the election for the $10,000 bond 
issue is one of the direct results. 
Members of the board believe that 
the municipal plant can pay for itself 
and will eventually bring about a re- 
duction of taxes.

CUBAN EDITORS 
ARE SEIZED AND 
SENT 10 SPA 


Police Break Into Their Home 
by Orders From the 
President. 


HAVANA, Aug. 21.—Jose Maria Villa- 
verde, managing editor of the paper, 
Cuba, and his nephew, Manuel Villa- 
verde, an editorial writer on the Cuba, 
were seized at the residence of the for- 
mer, placed on board a steamer and de- 
ported to Spain. 

The Cuba has been continuously as- 
sailing the government of President Go- 
mez and, acting under a presidential 
decree, a squad of police visited the res- 
idence of Villaverde and demanded ad- 
mission. This being refused, the police 
battered down the door, seized the two 
Villaverdes and without giving them 
time to make any preparations, rushed 
both on board the steamship Alfonso 
XIII, which sailed for Spanish ports. 

A presidential decree concerning the 
deportation, denounces the Villaverdes, 
who are Spaniards, as pernieious for- 
eigners, actively hostile to the Cuban 
Government and hence subject to de- 
portation. 

Villaverde proudly proclaimed him- 
self a Spanish subject when the po- 
lice laid hands on him, but this fact 
was not permitted to act as a stay 
against his deportation. 

The younger Villaverde said he was 
a citizen of Cuba. The Spanish Con- 
sul said neither of the Villaverdes 
was registered at his office as a Span- 
ish subject, and apparently he has 
made no protest against their de- 
portation. 

It is sumored that the Government’ 
intends to take similar action against 
E. I. Slevin, €ditor of the American 
Weekly Telegraph, which is a stvong 
advocate of American annexation.

PAID $100,000 100 
MUGH FOR STAR 


Felt He Had to Have a Newspa- 
per Here, and Disregarded the 
Physical Valuation. 


TELLS OF HIS BIG. PLANS 


Testifies at Hearing Resulting 
From Frank’s Proposition to 
Buy Equity and Sell to Hearst. 


i. G. Lewis appeared Monday as 2 
witness before Walter D. Coles, spe- 
cial master in chancery for the receiv- 
ers for all the Lewis properties, and 
told of his purchase of the St. Louis 


Star from Nathan Frank. lewis was 
summoned by Referee Coles, who has 
been petitioned by Frank for permis- 
sion to sell Lewis’ equity in the Star to 
William R. Hearst for $55,000. 

Lewis was told by Coles that he ua- 
derstood he had paid greatly in excess 
of $55,000 for thé, préperty, and desired 
to obtain information as to whether 
the property had decreased in. value. 

Lewis gave it as his opinion that the 
property had greatly increased in value 
since he purchased it in 1908 After 
qualifying as an expert on newspaper 
valuations, Lewis said: 

“The Lewis. Publishing Co. acquired 
the Star from Nathan Frank. I was 
president of the company. The value of 
a newspaper depends on many things 
besides the physical property. The value 
is determined from the surroundings. 
For instance, the Philadelphia Record 
sold for $1,500,000, and the plant cut no 
figure in the price. 

Power a Great Figure. 

“The power of the newspaper in the 
community is a great figure in determin- 
ing its value independent of the circula- 
tion.”’ ; 

“Isn’t the power based on the circula- 
tion?’’ Referee Coles asked. 

“Take the New York Sun,” replied 
Lewis. “It is one of the most powerful 
papers in the country, and yet it has a 
comparatively small circulation.” 

“Did you consider the price you paid 
for the Star reasonable?’’ asked Coles. 

“No,” replied Lewis, ‘I figured it 
very high. But we felt it to be practi- 
cally necessary for us to have a news- 
paper in St. Louis. We were being 
fought through the newspapers, and 
the way to defend ourselves was to 
have the same kind of a shotgun. 

‘‘The physical property was given little 
consideration in the purchase. j threw 
out the presses and put in new ones. 

“What I really bought was the right 
to publish a newspaper. Aside from 
knowing that the equipment was suffi- 
cient to get out the paper, I paid little 
attention to the plant. 

“When we took possessioh of the 
Star, the circulation was far from satis- 
factory. It was known almost alto- 
gether as a sporting sheet, and had. a 
circulation we didn’t care for.”’ 

‘Do I understand,”’ Coles interrupt- 
ed, “‘that you made no examination of 
the physical property ?’’ 

“T sent a man to make an inventory,”’ 
replied Lewis. ~_—« 

“You think you paid a price far beyond 
the value of the property?’’ asked Coleg. 
Paid 8$100,000 Too Much. 

“T think we paid almost $100,000 more 
than the market value,”’ replied Lewis. 

“Has the value appreciated or de- 
preciated since you bought it?” 
tioned Coles. 

‘It has greatly appreciated,’ replied 
Lewis. ‘“‘The character of the circula- 
tion has materially changed. It has 
better standing and more prestige. It 
now has a Sunday edition.’’ 

“Is it true,” asked Coles, “that it 
was earning a small dividend when 
you bought it, and that after you took 
charge it began to lose money immedl- 
ately ?’’ 

“I did not examine the books of the 
company,” said Lewis. “I took Mr. 
Frank’s statement that it was earning 
a small amount.” 

“In our judgment the property was 
at the point of death. It had to be 
built up at great expense. We took 
the chance... It: was a slow, | long, 
heart-breaking process. From now on 
I think it wi earn a good, substantial 
profit.”’ 

‘What was the general nature of the 
transactions?” asked Coles. 

Planned to Get Other Papers. 

‘The plan,” replied Lewis, “was for 
the Lewis Publishing Co. to acquire 
the Star and many other newspapers, 
among them the Indiana trio, the In- 
dianapolis Star, Terre Haute Star and 
one other there. We were going to

LONDON, Aug. 21.—The rallroads were 
rapidly restoring normal service today 
and the managers confidently expected

~ FEUDIST FOUND 
DEAD BY A LAKE 
AILLED HIMSELF 


Coroner’s Verdict on William 
Schorr’s Death Last Chapter 
in Woodriver Feud. 


MAN SHOT FROM AMBUSH 





Body With Bullet Hole in Skull 
Discovered 60 Yards From’ 
Scene of June Attack. 


A verdict of suicide was returned at 
an inquest Monday at Woodriver, IIlL., 
inte the death of William Schorrs, whose 5 
skeleton was found in the bed off 
Schmidt Lake, near Woodriver. Thi: 
was the closing chapter of a feud 
that started two months ago between 
Schorrs and the family of Berthold 
Schmidt Sr., a wealthy Woodriver 
farmer and Schorrs’ uncle, when 
Schorrs wounded Gustave Schmidt, 
his cousin, because-of the unrequited 
love of Ida Schmidt, i9-year-old 
daughter of Schmidt. 

Schorrs, who was 28 years, came .to 
Woodriver from Iowa to visit his uncle 
two. years ago. He became enamored of 
his 17-year-old cousin, and obi°'ned 
employment on the farm as a hand. 
The father objected to his attentions 
because of the relationship and the 
girl discouraged Schorrs’ attentions at 
his command. Finally Schorrs quarreled 
with the elder Schmidt and was or- 
dered off the place. 

Worked on Nearby Farm, 

Hie obtained employment at a neigh- 
boring farm, so as to be close to his 
sweetheart. In June Schorrs met Gus- 
tave Schmidt in Woodriver and after 
a quarrel Schorrs is said to have threat- 
ened to get even. While the three sons 
were working in a wheat field Schorrs 
suddenly fired upon them from a wheat 
shock, shooting Gustave Schmidt 
through the breast. Berthold mounted 
@ horse and rode to the house for his 
fatuer, who |s an expert rifle shot. 
Sechorrs disappeared after shooting at 
Frank Schmidt witrout effect. 

The skeleton was found Sunday aft- 
ernoon by Berthold Schmidt Jr. and 
Frank Schmidt, brothers of the man 
who was shot by Schorrs June 21. 
They were hunting blackbirds in the 
bed of the lake, which has been 
drained in connection with the East 
Side drainage system. The clothing 
Was unrecognizable, but a_ silver 
watch on which were Schorrs’ ini- 
tials, a belt buckle, watch charm and 
a Winchester rifle lying beside it 
identified the skeleton as that of 
‘Schorrs, 


Father Guarded His Sons, 
Since Gustave Schmidt was shot 


from ambush by Schorrs’ Berthold 
Sehmidt Sr. has been patroling the 


_arm daily while his sons worked in 


the field, for fear of Schorrs’ return 
and of his carrying out his threat to 
exterminate the family. Schmidt had 
offered $500 reward for his capture, 
and a brother, John Schorrs, who 
lives in lowa had offered $250 reward, 
so that his brother would return and 
explain the shooting and clear the 
family name. 

The skeleton was found about sixty 
yards from the ambush. It was 100 
feet from the shore and only three feet 
from the edge of the receding water of 
the lake. A hole in the right side of 
the skull marked the entrance of the 
bullet that ended his life. There was 
only two feet of water in the lake at 
the point where the skeleton was found 
before the water receded. Forty loaded 
shells wer? found in a pocket of the 
trousers. 

Gustave Schmidt, who was shot by 
Schorrs, is just recovering from = his 
wound; Schorrs’ brother in Iowa be- 
lieved that Schorrs did not shoot with- 
out provocation, and had offered the 
reward in order to have his brother 
cleared. *

The man tried to draw his gun, but the 
doz seized that arm in fits teeth. 

Mattola got out his club and, realiz- 
ing in an instant, as he later:‘said, the 
desperateness of the encounter, he be- 
gan to yell for help. He could not back 
to the door with the big dog clinging 
to him with its teeth and so he kept 
on yelling. 

Several times \the cry went up from 
those gathered in the street that the 
bulldog had reached the prostrate police- 
man's throat with its teeth, but this was 
not the case, though man and dog 
were in such close and savage em- 
brace it was impossible from outside 
the house to tell which was winning 
the desperate conflict.

BOSTON, Aug. 21.—Dr. Dudley A. 
Sargent of Harvard, the famous 
physical culture expert and gymnast, 
deplores the yacation that means 
simply a period of loafing and over- 
eating. of gossiping on hotel verandas 
and making desperate efforts to kill 
time; Sargent. says: 

“Vacations as they are spent by a 
great many persons are more harmful 
than beneficial and it would be bet-

vacation whatever. 

“To get the real good of a vacation 
a person should lay out a regular 
course of light exercise in the open 
air. 

“Vacations that last for two or 
three months are injurious for they 
leave the average Man or woman in 
a sluggish mental condition.

They go 
in for everything’ to the limit and 
come back utterly worn out physically.

ALTITUDE RECORD 


Aviator Eclipses Workd’s Mark at 
Chicago, Then His Engine 
Stops Throbbing. 


HE VOLPLANES TO EARTH 


Machine Whizzes Down Like a 
Bullet From Momentary Perch 
at 11,642 Feet. 


CHICAGO, Aug. %1.—To find: that his 
supply of gasoline was exhausted just 
as he had reached a greater altitude 
than an aeroplane ever had been driven 


before was the experience of Lincoln 
Beachy at the close of the Chicago aero 
meet yesterday. 

Officials of the meet today an- 
nounced that a’revised reading of the 
barograph attached to Beachy’s bi- 
plane shows he reached a height of 
11,642 feet instead of.11,578, the un- 
official reading given out last even- 
ing. 

The barograph -was subjected to a 
four-hour examination by a commit- 
tee of experts and every test known 
to science was applied before formal 
announcement of the revfsed reading 
was made. 

The prevjous world’s altitude rec- 
ord was held by Capt. Felix, director 
of the French Army School of Avia- 
tion, who on Aug. 5 of this year 
reached a height of 11,150 feut at 
Etamps, France. 

Beachy, who was the last man to come 
to earth, told of his perilous descent 
from above the clouds after his fuel 
Was exhausted. Only a few persons 
‘were aware that when the aviator ap- 
proached the earth in broad, easy 
swoops, he was doing so solely with 
the aid of his skillful handling of the 
aeroplane: 

The propellers were working, but be- 
cause of the, lack of ‘motive power from 
the engine ;Beachy had nothing but his 
knowledge of gliding to assist him in 
safely guiding the machine to the 
ground. 

Started Out to Win Prize. 

“T started out to obtain the high al- 
titude prize,’’ Beachey said. “It was my 
intention to climb until the gasoline sup- 
ply gave out and then volplant to the 
earth. The machine passed into several 
hanks of clouds which obscured sight of 
the earth. 

‘When I reached a height of approxi- 
mately 11,000 feet the gasoline gave out 
and the engine stopped running. I 
pointed the machine downward and 
then began a glide I shall never forget. 
I was able to slighthly check the speed 
of the acroviane by volplaning in wide 
circles, but even then the — was 
something terrific. 

“The wind whistled through the ma- 
chine and held me as tightly in the 
seat as if I had been strapped .in. When 
I got closer to the ground I saw that 
I could land opposite the hangars by 
making a wide swoop. This I did and 
landed near there with hardly a jar.” 

3,000,000 Saw Flights. 

When the nine days’ meet closec the 
Managament estimated that 3,000,000 
people witnessed the flights. The Ex- 
ecutive Comittee has not figured ex- 
actly how much the gate receipts ran 
behind expenses, but a rough estimate 
ke night placed the total receipts 

4,000. The expenses are estimated 
ce. which means that the meet 
ies not, come within $55,000 of paying 
expenses. Every minute of the flying 
time, from one to fifteen aviators have 
been in the air. The @uration figures 
up to yesterday showed that the sky 
pilots had been in the air an aggregate 
of 186 hours. 

As the daily flying time has been 
three and a half hours, or a total of 
$1% hours for the nine days, the er- 
durance totals show that. on the aver- 
age over six aeroplanes have been in 
the air all the time. 5 

Harold F. McCormick, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, — just 
stepped from Sopwith’s machine when 
he was asked his opinion of the meet. 

“Well,” he said, “‘it has been a great 
thing for Chicago, but about the onty 
thing I can think of jugt now is the 
wonderful ‘ride I have just hada.

JUST A WIFE,” AT. 
-GRUCIAL MOMENT, 
FAILS TO CONVINCE 


Actress-Wife of Play Producer 
Unable to Send Moral Across 
Footlights. 


Eugene Walter’s clever wife used 
all of her efforts in trying to send the 
moral of the story, “Just a Wife,’’ 
across the footlights to the audience at 
Suburban Garden Sunday evening, and 


in the end failed. The fault was not 
entirely with Charlotte Walker, nor with 
the play, but with a strong player be- 
ing miscast in a play in which she 
seemed to have no sympathy. 

During the first two acts of the play 
—until ‘“‘the other woman” appeared up- 
on the scene—the éntire company seemed 
to be playing as if they were keeping 
something in reserve for the big mo- 
ments, but when the big moments came 
in the third act they were unable to 
meet them, while the fourth act was so 
forceless as to appear useless under the 


Suburban interpretation. 
“Just a Wife’ is the too common 


story of the man who married for po- 
sition and the woman for support and 
clothes—in this case neither even mak- 
ing a pretense of marrying for love. 
Unhappily for their little scheme of lux- 
ury and position, love enters into their 
lives, and the other woman in the cas32, 
who has been a toy for the man, is 
cast aside in long speeches on moral- 
ity and inspiration, in which there is 
no sympathy and little regret. 

Right at this stage of the play’s de- 
velopment is where Miss Walker's 
weakness in the part begine. Between 
the two women it is—and should be—1a 
battle of wits and worth, in which the 
and beauty 
should have smaii part. Yet this young 
woman, who so charmed the audiences 
in ‘A Woman's Way,’’ ‘while struggling 
to hold a husband whom she had al- 
ready won, used much the same art ‘o 
win a husband whom she already held. 

This little domestic drama had passed 
the stages of comedy before the opening 
of the initial act. It was bordering 
on tragedy at the rise of the first cur- 
tain and every line should have been 
sent to the audience with stinging ef- 
fect, impressing the futility of marriage 
of convenience. Charlotte Walker, it 
seemed, lacked this force last night, 
and just as she fell short in this quality 
just so much did the play fall short of 
its fullest worth as a teacher. 

Robert Conness gave a scholarly inter- 
pretation of the cold and business-like 
man of the world, who loves woman 
and values man just to the amount 
they are worth to him in dollars and 
cents. The woman in the case loses 
interest for him ‘as soon ag he real- 
izes she is not his fnspiration—and at 
the final moment when all seems well 
with the wife she too must await the 
call. of selfish greed. 

Just a wife was all she had ever been. 
and as the final curtain descended it 
seemed that was all she could ever hope 
to be. |

The scenes of the play are laid in 
and around the parsonage of which 
Bethel Martin, the female pastor of a 
village church in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago, is the occupant... 

The story’s action arises mainly from 
this good woman's desperate conflict 
with the white slave traffickers in an 
ultimately successful attempt to save 
ene of their elsewise helpless victims 
from the fate to which she had been 
doomed Because of knowing too much 
of the gang’s criminal operations. 

Bethel Martin’s husband, also a min- 
ister, has already been struck on the 
head and rendered insane by a murder- 
ous tool of the white slave traders, and 


‘he wanders through the play as a harm- 


less sort of hermit much addicted to 
playing ‘“‘Rock of Ages” on a fiddle 
which seems to be his inseparable com- 
panion. 

In the story’s final moments he recev- 
ers his reason, recognizes his wife, and 
saves the prospective victim of the 
white sldvers from a suicidal leap into 
the wild ocean waves that heat at the 
foot of a big stone cross near which 
is the hermit’s lonely habitation. 

This cheering incident, together with 
the sudden repentance and reformation 
of the chief loca] political instrument 
of the white slave traders, due to his 
learning that their proposed girl-victin: 
in this particular case happens to be 
his own daughter, abandoned by him 
many years ago, brings ‘“‘Rock of Ages”’ 
to its last curtain. 

From all of which you will see that 
relodrama reigns supreme in Plgy- 
wright Rose’s latest work.

Bernard Craney was the villainous 
politician, and Albert Hyde was the 
temporarily demented clergyman-hus- 
band of the play’s dominant figure. Oth- 
ers in. the small east were Fred. Pit- 
tan, as a comedy village postmaster; 
Louise Kelley, as his wife, whose di- 
vorce yearnings bring to the play much 
of its humor, and Jack Lewis and Lula 
Bishop, in the juvenile comedy roles of 
youthful sweethearts for whom tha 
course of true love ran anything but 
smooth until the general straightening 
out of all tangled strands at the play’s 
finish.

President Has Hurt Himself, 
They Say, by Action on Wool 
and Free List Bills. 


SHACKELFORD IS HOPEFUL 





Senators Play Politics, and With 
Help of Progressives, Ob- 
tain Issue for 1912. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Demo- 
crats of Congress believe President 
Taft has helped their cause before 
the people. The vetoing of the wool 
and the free list bills, Democratic 

leaders say, will hurt him. : 

“The Democrats of the Middle West 
feel good over the. situation here 
now,” said Representative Foster of 
Illinois today. “The President is pour- 
ing water on our wheel. After having 
advocated the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty, he should have signed the 
wool and the free list bill.” 

Democrats from the South are not 
80 sure that Taft has hurt himself. 
Congressmen from. cotton manufac- 
turing States are afraid of the cotton 
bill, They would rather leave it in 
the House until the regular session 
than have it go to the White House 
and be killed there. The cotton mill 
interests, they fear, would warm to 
Taft because of his veto. 


Position on Recall Bill. 
Democratic leaders in the House 


did not expect Taft to accept their 
bills. Underwood never thought that 
he would sign the wool biil or the 
free list bill, nor, toward the last, did 
Speaker Clark. 

Representative Shackelford of Mis- 
sourl and today: that the Democrats 
generally felt Taft had helped the Dem- 
ocratic cause. 

Personally Taft is popular: with the 
Democratic congressmen. They like him 
better than they did when he was in- 
augurated. A handful of representatives 
who believe in the recall of judges, crit!- 
cise the President for vetoing the state- 
hood bill, but a majority of the Demo- 
crats think the last resolution requir- 
ing Arizona to eliminate the recall of 
judges is preferable to the original one. 

Senate Aids La Follette, 

Democratic senators are almost unani- 
mous in the opinion that the attitude 
assumed by President Taft in vetoing 
tariff revision bills has given their par- 
ty a decided political advantage in the 
coming campaign. From the beginning 
it was part of their program to pro- 
vide for reciprocity with Canada and 
then lay before the President a number 
of revised schedules, feeling certain he 
would not approve them. In that way 
an important issue was obtained for 
next year. | 

The entire session has been spent by 
the Senate in playin; politics. The 
Democrats and progressive Republicans 
have sought to make a division of 
points. Those allowed the progressives 
were in the nature-of giving assistance 
to La Follette’s presidential boom. The 
regular Republicans in the Senate have 
obtained no results of political advan- 


tage.

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OUR RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 

The Fine Arts Committee of the Civic League 
suggests that, in order to bring the city up to the 
standard of the best European cities, in architec- 
ture and orderly planning of buildings, the 
League establish a series of awards, to be made 
annually, for the best work f ..e previdus 12 
months in architecture, painting and sculpture. 
The committee remarks tuat “the residence sec- 
tions of St. Louis are justly celebrated through- 
out the country,” for beauty and careful planning, 
and thinks that in course of time, by the award- 
ing of prizes, the business sections may be made 
as satisfactory. 

This is well as far as it goes. But the point of 
view is not wius enough. ‘ihe real resiucnce dis- 
tricts of St. Louis are not the thinly populated 
West End, but the thickly populated downtown 
wards inhabited by the poor and hardworking 
part of the community, which section needs the 
attention of the Civic League and of all who are 
really interested in the city’s future. 

Arbitrcrily divided by Grand avenue, the city 
shows about 16 wards lying along the river east 
of that. avenue, leaving the other eight wards 
mostly west of it. As the census shows that 
there are, on an average, 24,000 persons to a 
ward, we find about 384,000 persons residing in 
the 16 river wards, and only 192,000 in that part of 
the city west of Grand avenue, which is always 
boastfully referred to as “the residence district 
of St. Louis.” 

The point of view is everything. We are ac- 
customed to ignore the poorer districts of our 
cities as not worth noticing. They are certainly 
not worth bragging about. But they are the 
real residence districts, and as such ought to 
be the subject of the city’s ambition. Awards 
for betterment ought not to leave them out. The 
biggest prizes should be offered for the abolition 
of slum features. 

There hasn’t been any competitive bidding for

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THAT GLOSSARY AND ENCYCLOPEDIA. 

In October, 1910, President Taft’s Tariff Board 
began work with a force of 40 experts, which is 
now increased to 80. It had been instructed by 
President Taft to make a glossary and encyclope- 
dia of terms used in the tariff acts. The glos- 
Sary and encyclopedia is now nearing comple- 
tion. When complete, it will enable every one 
who has it to find the meaning of such words as 
schedule, sheep, wool, ad valorem, per cent, labor 
cost, protection and incidental revenue. 

This information is official. It is supplied by 
President Taft himself. When the glossary and 
encyclopedia are completed, he expects to con- 
sult it on Schedule K. He will find the meaning 
of protection, wool, woolens, sheep, revenue and

farmed, . Also there will be an introduction on 
labor cost or something else connected with the 
‘glossary and encyclopedia. He will consult this 
also, in connection with the Republican platform 
and his own speeches on the tariff, made without 
a special glossary and encyclopedia. 

This from the President himself shows what 
the Tariff Board is doing with 80 experts. It is 
about to provide the country with the glossary 
and encyclopedia without which no one has been 
able to understand the tariff since Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts combined for protection and 
incidental revenue in the First Congress.

Nobody can find out 
anything officially reliable now until President 
Taft’s experts get ready the glossary which will 
show the meaning of “Protection.” . Then we will

ROADS CUT ~ EXPENSES 


Harriman Lines Are Reported to 
Have Laid Off 2500 
Men. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“It ‘would be difficult to describe to- 
day’s stock market except by saying 
that the downward movement was re- 
sumed, that the same kind of pressure 
which was in evidence last week ap- 
peared again, and that no’ one In Wall 
street seemed to be great:y surprised. 

“It was, bowever, once more a fact 
deserving of attention and_ reflection 
that the brunt of the weakness con- 
verged on the four or five stocks which 
were the centers of all the extraordinary 
manipulation for the rise which as- 
tonished the financial community in 
such years as 1909 and 1905. 

The Harriman Stocks. 

“On those earlier occasions the pub- 
lic, outside of Wall street, described 
the pyrotechnics in such stocks as mys- 
terious and stimulating.. The plain ob- 
servant Wall street watchers declared 
the same phenomena to be outrages on 
common sense, and concluded that the 
‘insiders’ must have lost their heads. 
Perhaps it is not hoa illogical that, 
when. Stock Exchange téndencies seem 
to be in, the opposite direction, it.should 
be this same handful of stocks in which 
ue reactionary movement outstrips 
that of all the others. 

“Such movements as today’s three
